^\\t a**- what tl'e sun and ^Inds 
and wsiers tnake im.* In uihrr word*, 
wr .ire what the climate fmees us to 
lie, 'If whsi It permits us to Iw. we do 
what it ftwers tis lo do, or Jo only 
those thing* which it permits us to 
do While the returns ma<lc to la- 
l»or are governed hy tlve fcriilUy ot 
the sail, nn the other Itand, the viier- 
•ly and rcgulsri'y wi h which labor is 
condnrtrd. will he entirely dependent 
on the Influence of climate. The first 
idivkuia cmtsitlrraiioii then, is that 
tl heat i« intense, men will hr indis- 
posrtl and in some degree unfitted for 
that active industry which in a more 
or less temperate climate they might 
Itavr vserieil. The other considers- 
rSmi. which ha. been tria notked but 
if actually iiuimrtani. Is that climate 
influences labor not only hy enervat¬ 
ing the laborer, <>r hy invigar«ting 
him. Init by the effect it pnuluccs on 
the regularity of bis habits WTlien 
hr climate of aiy country i* such 
that ihr Mkokiitg classes are com¬ 
pelled to cra^ frt'm ordinary pur- 
futii. they are rendered more prone 
:o desultory habits; the chain of their 
industry is broken and they lose that 
Jmifettra wdiich Jong-cnt^lnued (amt 
uninterrupted pra‘’tice never falls to 
give. 

Suprama climate 

Hence. ciHin rics in which the work¬ 
ers are permitted regtdar and set- 
tteil habits and are subjetted tu few¬ 
er interniptloRt and irregularities, the 
hatter conditions are ganerally and 
the production nf wealth is greatest. 
Thus wc are made to tee snd under¬ 
stand that while the soil regulates 
the returns made to any given ainoont 
of Uhnr, the climate absohitely reg- 
ulatra the cnergv and consiattcy of 
the labor itself- What I have said 
shove is merely accentuating cHmailc 
'aws vihich are familiar to every one 
but IS they are basic truths they wtll 
''C the foundation upon which 1 will 
nredteate my arguments in favor ol 
Florida's aiipreme cUma'c. 1 believe 
that all civiiiiatlons had their liegin- 
ning in nr near the tropics, and all of 
them that have atirvived the assautls 
of time, and ha%e attained distinction 
for charm, intelligence and power In 
heir development, arc sltnatcd In a 
climate possessing many of the char- 
acleriatica of Florida. France has a 
climate more similar to that nf Flor¬ 
ida than will be found In any other 
country, and all who are (atniUar, ad- 
mil tliat France hag • truly lovely 
ctviliraiinn. Tt Is a noticeable tact 
'that wherever Fnench c’rvilizatlon 
strikes root. It remains forever, go we 
could not do better than emulate 
their example in many things. Where 
these clvilirations have failed, It is 
on account of the minds of men com¬ 
ing into contact with the laws of na¬ 
tive. and through obedience to these 
imniittable laws, destroyed them¬ 
selves. W« know, as never before, 
that those civilisations that havtf stir- 
vivttl art the oneg which worked In 
closest harmony and with and In bet- 
Ser intelligence with the natural laws, 
wfth relation to soil and climats, in 
their geographical situation. They do 
not fry to '‘bticlT nature, and were 
not disobedient to the insistent de- 
mtnda to that *pro)inc mother of us 
all, material nature " By that I mean 
those who have used the climatic 
privileges iotelUgenlly; difectlng their 
energies and promoting their soeiai. 


industrial and agrlcuUtfal arts to con¬ 
form closely with the limitatioos of 
climate in their environment. 

Value of Climata 

In this and future articles in the 
Morning Tribune. I will attempt to 
Ihe relation of climate to our 
daily activities; to health, to industry 
and to agriculture and its influenoc 
upon the people of this state, in these 
articles I will leave out entirely the 
relation of those magnificent coniri- 
butioiia of nature—timber and phos¬ 
phate rock—to our future develop¬ 
ment, because of necessity, they must 
exert a declining power each year at 
the earth is deplted of them, and 1 
will con/itie myxelf strictly to the 

* tiooinlc functi'ming ol our pcopti* 
Mi h regard lu the produ iious of 
ihcir own contriving—thiugf which 
will hr m compute bannuny with the 
splendid nsliiral forces Of Florida, 
and ihc safest and siireM philosophy 
and principles the world haa ever 
known. The productions of every 
ru.miry are regulated hy two causes, 
heat and moisture—climate. Where 
these are abundant, as in Florida, un¬ 
der „ cuiiaisicni and mtelligent sys¬ 
tem of agriculture, the land will be 
fruitful and the people prosperous 
ami powerful, wivere they arc defici¬ 
ent. it win be stirite The wlimate 
ot t-lorida is so regulated tiai the 
\er> widest latitude of human effor*. 
is pcrtttitlrJ, and a balance In nature 
between the cold and heat U secured. 
Njid it ia where those things which 
sustain the life of man and beast can 
bt produced in greater variety and 
vulums and at a b-wer economic 
ratio than almost anywbetr else In the 
world. The climats is bracing, as- 
ceptte and Invigorating and dies not 
•kpreta or enervate. Fv^ry resident 
ol the state and thr casual visitor 
who piiascssr* an analytic and an ob- 
sirvant «ense will subscribe to the 
absolute tntth ut the above state¬ 
ment, and we 'lo. wHiy diws not Flor¬ 
ida produce all of tho*e small agri¬ 
cultural nccessiltes that are in daily 
demand: those varieties so necessary 
to human life and comfur., insteait 
of importing them from other states 
where inferior nature conditions c^^iise 
a higher production cost? V\W>y 
should Florida, and S>'U;h Florida es¬ 
pecially, follow ideas and systems In 
i:s agricuittiral operations that have 
been proven fallacies and which have 
brought disaster upon evrry individu¬ 
al and community that have practiced 
ihrni for any c« ntlnnrd period’ The 
•ne-crop system, whether oranges, 
truck, cotton, wheat or any other ag¬ 
ricultural pfiiduci is distinctly eon- 
trury to natural laws and is consider¬ 
ed a highly hazardmia and unstable 
economic operation. Why is tt when 
through she bounty of nature—the 
favor of soil and climate, we can pro- 
ditcc in such profusion and diversity 
the nrcetsaries. ataplea, etc., we turn 
tu Ihe speculative things and avoid 
those which are safe and conserva¬ 
tive? 

Wr admit, all of us. that {t is a 
trite thing lo say and a restatement 
that the production of wealth dependa 
uiittrely upon the soil and climate, 
the soil regulating rhe returns made 
to any given amount of labor, and the 
climate regtibting thr ct^rgy vind 
constancy of the labor itself. If is' 
merely reiteration for (h# sake of ar-, 
gument We say that nature has; 
been prodigal with Florida, but what 
we will not admit, txcept hy a few 
indivtdoats of imeingence sod under¬ 
standing. that in our efforts today 
We are depending more iipt>n the 
hiHiniy of nature than upon the tnrrgy 
and inielltgence of ourselves. are 
loath to admit that ws are not work¬ 
ing in harmony with natural condi¬ 
tions. and only in a narrow sense 
utilising thr wide limits of prodne- 
' Mon which has been provided for us 
hy our favorable climate?
